Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -4 and 6-25 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited references failed to teach, "the processing device is configured to 
interpret the user input as a symbol from the plurality of predefined symbols only 
if the detected user input is a pen down event within said writing start area and 
continues as a pen move event in the handwriting input area within a 
predetermined period of time" in combination with other limitations of claim 1 and 1 7.
